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aration, and’ consequently can afford to work for small 
salary. If you meet me on the other hand, and say 
that [am looking at it from a commercial stand-point, 
and that the true Christian minister drops this out of 
the question, I reply: 

1. If your pastor in his full devotion to his work is 
willing to give up, not only his life to the work, but, 
Christ-like, is willing to suffer for the cause he would 
sustain, what more contemptibly mean than to let him 
suffer just because he is willing to rather than to let 
the cause go down? It is moving aggressively on 
ground freely ceded. 

2. A thoroughly prepared, well educated ministry is 
one of the requisites to the growth of Christianity. 
While we do not ignore the necessity of spiritual devo- 
tion on the part of the minister, we do hold that this 
should be well supported by a liberal education. The 
two go hand in hand. Either alone is largely shorn 
of its effective powers for good. But education can 
not be secured without labor ‘and means; and if your 
pastor has advanced the means and performedghe la- 
bor are you going to reap the fruit of his investment 
and labor, without compensating for the same? 

Wc recognize the spiritual element as God-given, 
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being present on account of the sickness of his wife. 
The question of locating the Christian college was 
taken up. Cottonwood Falls, of this county, offered 
$10,000, ten or twelve acres of land for site, and stone 
for building. Lincoln Center, in Lincoln County, 
offered the same amount in money, land for building

OUR FINANCIAL MOVEMENT. 





There is probably no religious organization in our coun- 
try which has a greater scope or field of usefulness in 
which to work for the Master; no more grand and glo- 
rious objects aimed at; no more praiseworthy purposes 
to be accomplished for the elevation of man and the 
glory of God; nor is there any movement on foot which, 
if successful, would be more pleasing to God than 
would the Christian movement. And yet many of our 
most important enterprises have proved failures, and 
others have been so crippled that they have not succeed- 
ed so fully as was anticipated. 

We pause and inquire, Why this failure in so good a 
cause? The reason is obvious. No great enterprise 
can be accomplished successfully without adequate 
means, proportionate to the greatness of the work to be 
performed. 

Our failures, or partial failures, have not been be- 
cause our people are so poor that they can not, nor so 
parsimonious that they will not, furnish the necessary 
means to raise every department of our work from its 
past and present financially crippled condition, but for 
the want of asystematic way to reach the masses. Many 
plans have been proposed and none as yet have been 
adopted by the Quadrennial, and even if they had been 
adopted by the general convention, the most of those 
plans have been limited to but one branch of our work 
and to one locality, and hence the enterprise fails for 
want of general interest and co-operation. Whereas, 
if the funds to be raised were to be appropriated for the 
carrying on of our general work, the whole brother- 
hood would be interested and the good work would go 
on; or, it soseemsto me. And, if we haveany use for 
such a convention, it is to take a general oversight of 
the whole field and provide for its wants. 

It is hoped that your humble servant will not be con- 
sidered an egotist because he still insists upon the plan 
which he heretofore gave to the public; for until he 
can see a more feasible plan than that he feels in duty 
bound to advocate it. Butifa plan that seems to promise 
greater success is presented then I will most heartily 
abandon the former and advocate the latter. Nor would 
he be guilty of plagiarism by robbing another of the 
honor due him. 

Several writers in the HERALD of late, speaking of 
the plan to which I again call attention, call it “ Klder 
Knight’s plan.”’

But the plan which your humble servant advocates 
comes from higher authority than any one or all of us 
put together! It comes from inspired authority—from 
the inspired Apostle Paul, who founded most. of the 
churches of his time and who had the “care of all the

churches,” and of course knew how.to make provision 
for their wants and render them prosperous and useful 
in building up‘the Master’s kingdom. I would not rob 
Paul of the high honor of introducing a plan so plain, 
easy, practicable, and noble. Because of its high au- 
thority I venture to pen a few lines more on this (to 
me) important subject. Iam inclined to do so from the 
fact that many others are beginning to speak, write, 
and act favorable to this course of raising funds for 
God’s cause. 

Since our last Quadrennial meeting the Ohio Central 
Christian Conference led off by voting unanimously to 
adopt and carry out the plan presented at the Quadren- 
nial meeting at Albany, N. Y. The funds so raised to 
be laid out for the benefit of said conference as it may 
hereafter direct. 

The plan which we advocate was given by Paul to the 
churches of Galatia and Corinth (1. Cor. 16:2): “Upon 
the first day of the week, let every one of you lay by 
him in store as God has prospered him, that there be no 
gathering whenI come.” | That is, have it ready when 
it is needed or when called for. 

This plan presents the whole chain in systematic or- 
der, link after link. It would be well for us to con- 
sider this passage 

ANALYTICALLY. 

1. Time; when. On the first day of the week—the 
Lord’s day—the day particularly setapart for his special 
service; and “laying by in store’ seems to have been 
included as an integral part of the whole service, as if 
his service would not be complete without it. 

2. Who lay by in store? From a membership of one 
hundred; some would select six or‘ eight who should 
do this laying by in store, ete.; some would say that the 
officers of the church, together with the minister in 
charge, should do it. But Paul says, “Let every one of 
you,” ete.—high and low, rich and poor, young and 
old—every one of you. I leave this without comment. 

3. How much? That depends upon your prosperity. 
The poor and the young of course are not expected to 
doas muchas the rich. “Where much is given much is 
required, so where little is given but little is 
required,” according as God has prospered them. 
But even the day-laborer can do something, for 
God has prospered even this class—prospered them 
with health and strength to perform labor and 
opened a place for them to work and earn and 
receive wages for their labor. And then their ex- 
penses are but small; so they can lay by from five to 
twenty-five cents per month with no inconvenience to 
themselves. They can do some little extra chore and 
earn an extra nickel or dime; or they can curtail 
some of their pleasurable expenses by omitting the 
theater, the circus, or some ornamental appendage—a 
gold ring, a breastpin; or they can deny themselves of 
some darling luxury in which they indulge, such as 
tea, coffee, and especially tobacco in any form, or intoxi- 
cants of every kind, can be dispensed with to great 
profit to those who indulge in the use of them, and the 
price of those worse than useless articles would give 
them a plenty to “lay by in store” for the service of the 
Master and the good of man. And let those who are 
more wealthy give larger sums for the endowment of 
schools, founding of churches, ete. So by carrying out 
this plan every member and friend of the church becomes 
interested and no one burdened. 

Some may object to this plan because it looks like 
taxation. Well, suppose itis taxation, it is of that kind 
that oppresses no one as do some of our state taxes, im- 
posing such a burden upon some that they were forced 
to sell their little farm to pay their taxes. This plan pro- 
posed burdens no one. Besides (as we have already 
seen) it was given by divine authority—it is God’s plan. 
And as we profess to be a Bible people why not adopt 
the Bible plan? 
has been that we have introduced so many human plans 
jand have ignored the divine one. 

It is hoped that conferences and state associations 
will take hold of this matter and so thoroughly succeed 
that the Quadrennial at its next session will heartily 
adopt it unless a better one can be produced which will 
reach the whole brotherhood and friends of the church 
and yet burden no one.

CHURCH. 

It is probably safe to say that there is no chureh 
among us in which our whole people feel so much in- 
terest as the one at Albany. Any change in its cireum- 
stances is a matter of more than local interest. 

The brief extract from an Albany paper, that ap- 
peared in a recent ITERALD, has doubtless caused many 
to desire to learn more about the matter, and so haying 


just returned from supplying the church the 3d inst., | 


write a little about it. 

I think [am prepared to state the case as it is, hay 
ing had conversation with members and officers of the 
church and from a long talk with Bro. Abbott, which 
was not finished until the beginning of Monday. Bro, 
Abbott has been changing his views considerably with- 
in the past year or two, and came to -feel that he was 
more in sympathy with the Unitarian position than 
with ours. 

This had appeared in his preaching, and was of course 
unsatisfactory to some of the church, a fact which he 
knew. It seemed best to him to resign, which he did, 
and to the officers of the church to accept his resigna- 
tion. Accordingly he closed his labors the 27th of 
January. 

The fact that Bro. Abbott purposed to connect him- 
self with the Unitarian people had doubtless reconcil- 
ed many of his friends to the thought of his leaving the 
church, while those who had become restive under his 
preaching, seeing its tendency, felt it was best for the 
church to have a preacher in full accord with the gener- 
ally-received views of the people. So there is no division 
in the church about the matter. I think all the church 
and congregation will give their hearty support to their 
next minister whoever he may be. 

Yesterday the usher told me we had about the usual 
average congregations, and, by count, we had eighty 
five in the morning and fully one hundred and twenty 
five in the evening, while there were ninety-two at 
Sunday-school. 

Here is a most excellent field for the right man. They 
have a neat chapel, gothic style, easily seating three 
hundred people, nicely furnished and attractive, on 
Chestnut Street, near Dover Street, only three blocks 
from the capitol. 

This property has cost them less than $8,000, includ 
ing the repairs, and for church purposes is worth fully 
$10,000. There is a debt on this of $2,500, held by one 
of their trustees, and hence in good hands, as he is 
much interested in the suecess of the church. About 
fifty families of excellent people are connected with the 
congregation. This number will be swelled annually by 
those who move into the city from the several churches 
in the near vicinity of Albany. 

The church proposes to settle a new pastor at once. 
Bro. John A. Goss preaches there on the 10th inst., 
and Bro. Warren Hathaway the 17th. Bro. Abbott 
has not yet accepted any call, but is to preach in sev- 
eral vacant Unitarian churches during the next few 
weeks. 

Of course we regret to have our young men leave our 
ministry for that of other churches, but when they find 
themselves, for any reason, more in sympathy with oth- 
ers than with us, they ought to go, and we ought not to 
When one is ready to eliminate the 
miracles of Christ, and does not believe in his miract- 


urge them to stay. 


lous conception, as Bro. Abbott expressly stated in out 
friendly conversation, I think he would makea mistake 
to stay longer among us. 

I write this with all kindness to him, and hope, ere 
long, he may lay aside such things and become rooted 
and grounded in the word of God.

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BARTON W. STONE—No. 5. 

In 2 @mer article I have spoken of Stone’s visit, in 
1901, to a great revival meeting in Logan County, Ken- 
tucky. This event, together with his own experience 
ina religious revival at Cane Ridge in the fall of the 
same year, forms one of the most interesting chapters in 
the life of this great and good man. It involves the 
history of the most remarkable display of divine power 
ever witnessed on this continent. “This power was mani- 
fested,”’ says Elder Stone, “among all classes, the saints 
and sinners of every age and of every grade, from the 
philosopher to the clown.” 

Stone, at his home in Bourbon County, heard of the 
remarkable religious excitement in southern Kentucky 
and Tennessee under the preaching of James McGready, 
heretofore referred to, and he resolved to witness it 
himself. Accordingly he attended the meeting in Logan 
(County. 

The meeting was held on the edge of a prairie and 
numbered many thousands. He tells us the scene baf- 
fed description. Under the preaching of the word 
“many, very many fell down, as men slain in battle, and 
continued for hours together in an apparently breathless 
and motionless state.’ These wonderful exercises 
were manifested, as he witnessed them, in various 
ways. They were called “the falling,” “the jerking,” 
“the dancing,” ‘“‘the barking,’ and “the vision and 
trance” exercises. 

Stone was smitten with astonishment at this display 
of power, especially when he would see those who had 
been in a speechless condition for many hours rise up 
shouting deliverance and address the multitude in elo- 
quent and impressive language who, before that time, had 
never spoken in public. This was done alike by men, 
women, and children. 

The meeting in. Logan ended, he returned to Cane 
Ridge, Friday before the third Lord’s 
day in August, 1801, he began a protracted meeting, 
which continued for more than a week, during which 
the same marvelous displaysof God’s saving power were 
this meeting 
all party spirit was ignored and the people of all de- 
nominations—the Presbyterian, Baptist, and Method- 
ist—worked together in Christian love. Thirty thou

ers were speaking from different stands at the same 
time, and still all of the people could not hear so great

was the throng. They all preached the same things— 
“free salvation by the exercise of faith and repentance” 
—thus ignoring Calvinism and planting the foundations 
of the Christian Church that is alive and prosperous 
to day. 

People were there from Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
and Tennessee, who were all brought under the influ- 
ence of the same power. Hundreds were stricken 
down, asin Logan County, and thousands were con- 
verted who are now, no doubt, safe in the better land! 
“Many things transpired there,’ says Stone, “which 
were so much like miracles that if they were not they 
had the same effect on infidels and unbelievers.” 

Stone was a man not only of deep thought but of a 
philosophie mind.

He was capable of reasoning from 
This quality in 
his mental structure enabled him to discover, in the 
light of the gospel, the errors of Calvinism. The same 
capacity for research enabled him to determine the true 
merits of the religious exercises of which T have spoken. 
He was fully convinced it wasa display of divine power, 
as | have already characterized it. Let this man of God 
speak for himself. He says: 

“After attending many such cases, my conviction was 
complete that it was a good work—the work of God; nor 
has my mind wavered since on the subject. * * * * 
Tam always hurt to hear people speak lightly of this 
Work, I always think they speak of what they know 
hothing about.” 

Yet, in the face of this positive testimony, Elder 
John Rogers, in writing a biographical sketch of Elder 
Stone, labors hard to prove that these exercises affected 
only “the ignorant and the nervous.’ No doubt he 
would urge, from the same parity of reasoning, that the 
“sound from heaven, as of a rushing, mighty wind,” 
heard on the day of Pentecost, was realized only by 
those of defective hearing, and that the “cloven tongues 
like as of fire,” which sat upon the people then assem- 
bled, was an optical illusion, andthat Paul’s conversion 
was the figment of a disordered brain. But such views 
can avail nothing with men of sound religious convic- 
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tion, notwithstanding such visiona¥y theories ignore the 
blessed truth that God’s spirit strives with the hearts of 
men, prompting them to break off their sins by right- 
eousness and their iniquities by turning unto the 
Lord. 

Wesley witnessed these manifestations of power, and 
believed in them. Whitefield clearly recognized the 
spirit of God in them. Jonathan Edwards, than whom 
a more learned and profound man lived not in his day, 
was fully persuaded that God’s hand was in the work. 
This, too, was the solemn conviction of Barton Warren 
Stone, who witnessed, on more than one hundred oc- 
casions, those manifestations which scoffers styled “the 
New Light craze.” 

Would to God there was more of this spirit abroad 
in the land to-day! Were it so, dead formality would 
yield to spiritual life and power. Were it so, professors 
of religion would exert an influence that would be felt 
in every heart intheland. Were itso, thousands would 
be converted, irtstead of scores, as at this day. Were it 
so, ere the close of the nineteenth century the standard 
of the cross would be triumphantly carried to every 
part of the globe now inhabited. Then would be 
brought to pass the oft-repeated saying—a nation shall 
be born unto the Lord in a day!

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THE FRANKLINTON MISSION. 





A visit to this field of our church-work had been my 
desire since I first came to the Old Dominion to make 
my home, nearly three years ago. But not until the 
recent holidays did a suitable opportunity present itself 
for the accomplishment of the cherished desire. 

The morning of December 29th found me ready to 
start for the old North State, and at 6 o'clock p. m. I 
stood before Bro. Young’s door, in Franklinton, wait- 
ing his weleome. This was so heartily given as to as- 
sure meat once that the anticipated pleasure of the 
visit would be realized. The presentation to the fam- 
ily was in the dining-room, where “supper crowned the 
household board.” I joined them in the “cheer- 
ful meal; and though all except Bro. Young were 
strangers to me, mutual friendship was declared by 
common consent, and the visit, to me enjoyable at the 
time, is now pleasant to recall. 

In writing of the mission-work at Franklinton I 
shall present the subjects of greatest interest to your 
readers if | write of the missionaries—for such they 
are—of the institute property, and of the school.

day. Several new names were enrolled, and other new- 
comers were expected soon. Bro. Young anticipated 
that within a few weeks fully two hundred names 
would be enrolled. And, contrary to the rules of en- 
rollment in an institution not a hundred miles from the 
institute, every name appearing on his school roll will 
represent a student present. 

Chapel service over, the students that had been in 
the school before turned to their regular routine work 
with so much order and zeal that one might have 
thought them taking it up where they had left it on the 
day before, instead of gathering up the fragmentary 
ideas that a holiday vacation had rendered broken and 
obscure. The school-work is not altogether childish, 
but is such as is done in other schools of like grade. 
In the primary department elementary work is done; 
but in the more advanced departments, higher mathe- 
matics, language, and the sciences are taught, while in 
the theological department such work is required as 
will help the members of the class to become worthy 
ministers of the gospel to their race. 

Some of these students «made better instrumental 
and vocal music than is frequently rendered by choirs 
of our prosperous white churches. 

Just grounds of comparison between the students of 
the Franklinton Institute and those of other schools 
might not easily be found. The previous condition of 
the negro, and his present social and intellectual habits 
of life, would place him at a great disadvantage if com- 
parison should be made between him and his white 
neighbor. But there are students in the institute 
which, if their faces were white and their names en- 
rolled in some school in New England or in the West, 
would be called “smart.” A few of them would be 
styled “brilliant.” And Bro. Young and his faithful 
teachers fail to see why a black face, if clean, should 
make any difference in the accrediting of honor to 
whom it may be due. 

Good work is done in the Franklinton Literary and 
Theological Institute. Its motto is not “How much?” 
but “How well?” Thorough work has given the school 
a good reputation. And teachers from among its stu- 
dents have a good standing with the public school offi- 
cers in the state. No doubt but that the school is in a 
state of prosperity, and is doing a much-needed work. 
But no one should suppose that it is complete in its 
departments, or that it will soon be placed beyond fur- 
ther need of help. For, as it extends its influence and 
widens its circle of helpfulness among the colored peo- 
ple, its demands on the ‘generosity of the church will 
be correspondingly increased, and for some time to 
come these demands will need to be met by friends in 
the North. To discuss why this is so would be a waste 
of time. The fact exists, and it is to be hoped that the 
cood success already attending the school, and the hope- 
ful outlook for its future, will encourage its friends to 
fidelity to it in all 

ITS NEEDS, 

some of which are now urgent. Sufficient funds to 
meet the expenses of the present school year should be 
raised at once. And before another school year shall 
open, larger accommodations should be provided. 
Among these might be named the enlarging of the 
institute building, and the erecting of a building that 
would furnish suitable dormitories for the gentlemen 
in the school. Such additions should be made to the 
principal’s house as would give the family better con- 
veniences. If such improvements as Bros. Watson, 
Brush, and Young think needful to the continued 
prosperity of the school could be accomplished before 
the opening of another school-year, a heavy burden 
would be lifted from them and their hearts would be 
made glad. 

From what I could see of the school and its work- 
ings I did not doubt the wisdom in continuing Bro. 
Young at its head. He has the respect of the business 
men in Franklinton, and the confidence of our own 
church people about there. And I think I am correct 
in saying that Bro. Wilson and wife, who have visited 
the school, and Bros. Watson and Brush, all give him 
their hearty support. 

Now, if these last named brethren should be as well 
sustained by the church: in managing the finances of 
the school, the {Franklinton Literary and Theological 
Institute” would greatly extend its wholesome influence 
among the people for whose special benefit it was estab- 
lished.

IT SEEMS TO BE THUS. 





“Let every one be fully persuaded in his own mind.” 
Rom. 14: 5. ; 

How does the apostle say, in this case, we are to be 
persuaded, assured, or made certain, in regard to our 
duty? Is it by finding out whether God has made it 
known, whether Christ or his apostles have taught it, or 
is it by seeking for apostolic precedent or example? 
It is by none of these, but simply “in his own mind.” 
His own mind was the only authority to be consulted, 
the only standard to be resorted to. If that was satis- 
fied, nothing more was required. 

We are led to inquire what was the subject under 
consideration, about which such great liberty was exer- 
cised? Could it have been about the positive com- 
mands of Jesus, or those moral or religious duties he 
required of man, that the only standard was “his own 
mind?” Let us see. 

We find that the church at Rome was, probably, com- 
posed of converts both from Jews and Gentiles. The 
result was disputes with regard to eating meat, keeping 
certain holy days, etc. In the second verse of this 
chapter we read, “For one believeth that he may eat all 
things; another, who is weak, eateth herbs.” This was 
doubtless the case with the Gentile converts, while the 
Jewish converts, or at least many of them, despised the 
Gentile on this account. 

In the fifth verse: “One man esteemeth one day 
above another; another esteemeth every day alike.” 
That is, the Jew esteemed certain fast days as sacred, 
while the Gentile did not so consider them. Now, since 
there was no direct command for or against these prac- 
tices, they in doing, or refraining from doing, did not 
neglect any command or violate any law of Christ; and 
as the d@stle had no special revelation on this subject, 
he says, “Let every one be fully persuaded in his own 
mind.” We learn from this that in regard to these 
customs or usages, or in reference to the eating of cer- 
tain meats or the keeping of certain days, none of which 
is commanded or forbidden in the word of God, the 
most perfect liberty obtains, and no one has a right to 
enforce such customs or usages on any brother or sis- 


ter, or to reject or despise them should they observe 
them. 





















































But while this is so, have we the right to use the ex- 
pression, ‘Let every one be fully persuaded in his own 
mind,” in any and every connection, and thus open up 
the flood-gates to all kinds of neglect of duty and all 
kinds of excesses? Or have we the right, when the 
Lord gives a positive command, to say in reference to 
the obeying of that command, ‘‘Let every one be fully 
persuaded in his own mind?” 
the apostles thus speaking when there is a positive 
command given or a religious duty to be enforced. On 


in language most unmistakable, “This do and thou shalt 
live.” 

Let us examine some of the commands of inspiration 
and see whether these things are so. The Savior says 
in his last and great commission, recorded in Mark 16: 
15, 16: - “Go ye into all the world and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature. He that believeth, and is bap- 
tized, shall be saved; but he that believeth not shall be 
damned.” He does not end by saying, “Let every one 
be fully persuaded in his own mind.” 

On the day of Pentecost, when Peter is asked, ‘Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” he says, ‘Repent, 
and be baptized, every one of you, in the name of Jesus 


the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 
least it is not so recorded, that after he had pointed out 
their duty he toned it down by saying, “Let every one 
be fully persuaded in his own mind.” Did the apostle 
first obtain pardon by simply being “fully persuaded in 
his own mind?” I presume he was so persuaded when 
on his way to Damascus with authority to put the fol- 
lowers of Christ into prison, ete., because he says aft- 
erwards, “I verily thought with myself [was fully per- 
suaded in his own mind] that I ought to do many things 
contrary to the name of Jesus of Nazareth.” 

In Acts 22:10 we hear this same Paul (Saul) ex- 
claiming in the anguish of his soul, “What shall I do, 
Lord?” And the heavenly messenger says, ‘Arise and 
go into Damascus, and there it shall be told thee of all 
things which are appointed for thee to do;’’ and in the 
sixteenth verse we hear Ananias telling him the things 
“appointed” him ‘todo’ in the following words: 
“Arise and be baptized, and wash away thy sins, eall- 
ing on the name of the Lord.” We do not hear Ana- 
nias coming to him and saying, “Dear Bro. Paul, in 
regard to your duty on these points, let me tell you 


obedience, and the rule that must govern you is, ‘Let 
every one be fully persuaded in his own mind.’” But 
on the contrary his duty is laid down before him in the 
most unequivocal manner, and he is required to do it, 
and the apostle so understands it. 

Again, we learn from Luke 22: 19, 20, that the Lord 
Jesus instituted his Supper in order that his followers 
might commemorate his dying love in symbol, and in 
reference to this Supper he says, “This do in remem- 
brance of me;” and the Apostle Paul, in I. Cor. 11; 24, 
repeats the same words. 

I would ask, Has any man or body of men a right to 
say with regard to the obeying these positive commands 
of Jesus, these ordinances of Christ, that the law is, 
“Let every one be fully persuaded in his own mind?” 
Or rather ought not every Christian, especially every 
Christian teacher, say, Jesus commands and it is our 
duty to obey? 

We might go further and consider the command, 
“Thou shalt not kill,” ete., or consider the gambling 
saloon, bar-room, ball-room, horse-race, ete.; and what 
Christian, in view of the judgment, dare say that the 
law that must govern us is being “fully persuaded in his 
own mind?”

CLAIM CONFIDENTLY OR NOT AT ALL. 





Whenever a man finds it necessary to make an as- 
sumption, it is a matter of the utmost importance that 
lie should assume largely and without doubt or waver- 
ing. If his proposition involves a question of New 
Testament interpretation or obligation of religious duty, 
he must not stop where the Scribes stopped by assum- 
ing “to set in Moses’ seat,’ but he must stand in the 
place of Jesus Christ, so that his words are the words 
of Jesus, and from his “commands” there should be 
no possibility of doubt or differing. Nor should he stop 
there. 

To every conversation or discourse there are always 
two parties—a speaker and his hearers; and he must 
not only assume that he stands in the place of Jesus 
and his apostles (except Paul, of course), but that all 
who hear him hold the same relation to him and his 
wisdom and honesty that the Jews who heard Jesus 
sustained to him. When he speaks to the people on 
any question he must be exceedingly careful to as- 
sume that he sustains the same relation to them that 
Peter did to the murderers of the Lord of glory at 
Pentecost, and that all the people before him are there 
as those murderers were before Peter. It would em- 
barrass the effect of his assumption if he should allow 
that there was even a possibility of change in the rela- 
tion of either party. 

If it should occur that nine out of ten of those who 
hear him are his peers in all moral qualities and spirit 
ual endowments, or that they are ever his superiors in 
intelligence and learning—that they are possessed of all 
the inclinations, abilities, and facilities to know the 
truth that he is—must not be in his way for a moment! 
True, they may be wise, learned, devout, and earnest, 
and enjoy opportunities far superior to his. He must 
take nothing of this into the account. He must still 
assume that he is Peter and they the murderers of the 
Lord. He must say to them, “Do as I say, or be 
damned!” 

If any one should suggest that there might be room 
for a difference of opinion on the question of the mode 
or obligation of a ceremony, tell him nay. There is just 
as much room for a difference on the question of the 
commandment, “Thou shalt not kill,’ or on the ques- 
tion of saloon-keeping, horse-racing, etc. ! 

If any one should intimate to him the possibility of 
his being the victim of a defective vision, by which he 
is prevented from discerning the difference between the 
sacredness of method in a ceremony and the sacredness 
of human life, or the moral purity of society, warn him 
of the judgment to come, at which not one word con- 
cerning ceremonies shall be uttered, except by those 
who are ordered to go to the left hand! Matt. 25: 
31-46. 

It is a matter of the highest moment that the man 
who has begun by assuming should continue to the end, 
and that he should insist upon all the logical conse- 
quences of his promises. Although he is compelled to 
agree that his doctrine will send to hell millions of peo- 
ple who are wiser, more devout, and more unselfish 
than himself, that is none of his business; and must be 
no ground of hesitation or doubt on his part. 

Although Jesus did not baptize—although baptism 
finds no place in the sermon on the mount, nor in his 
teaching by the sea, in none of his ‘ 
of his parables, in no one of his more than fifty answers 
to those who asked to know the way to life eternal and 
sum of human duty—we must assume that, because he 
gave to part of his apostles direction to baptize, it fol- 
lows that no man has the right to claim that baptism is 
not a positive command of Jesus! The “divine com- 
mission” is to preach the gospel and to baptize, and the 
obligation to do the one is just as binding as the other, 
and upon all alike and to all time tocome. The fact 
that the very chiefest of the apostles—he who was freer 
from the bondage of the hand-writing or ordinances 
than all the rest; he who withstood the others to the 
face when they were to be blamed; he who was more 
abundant in labors than they all—has assured us that 
Christ sent him not to baptize, but to “preach the gos-

pel,” is to cast no doubt upon our theories of this ques- 
tion, no more than we should doubt our obligation to 
obey the command which forbids us to redden our 
hands in the blood of our fellows! Yes, if it is pro- 
posed to build a system upon assumptions, it is neces. 
sary that he should assume largely and claim confi- 
dently. Although he may be brought into daily con- 
tact with hundreds of men and women whom he js 
compelled to recognize as his superiors in every clement 
of spirit and of living, still he must recognize them as 
being only respectable heathen until they see as he sees 
and do as hé does! 

Now we will assume that the question of baptism 
stands to the people of this age in the same 
attitude that the question of “gifts’’ stood to the 
Jews at the time of Christ. These he did not for. 
bid, but commanded them; which he did not. bap. 
tism. It stands to us as those “meats and drinks” 
stood to the saints at Rome. But Paul was able to see 
that the kingdom of God is not in eating and drinking; 
that is to say, ‘‘the dominion of spiritual goodness does 
not manifest itself in ceremonial performances, but in 
righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy Ghost.” 

Doubtless baptism is a means of grace to thousands, 
but it is not such to any one who is not “fully persuaded 
in his own mind.”” Baptism “is for man, and not man 
for baptism.’’ But when we begin conjuring with it, as 
the Jews did with the sacrifices, our performance de- 
serves to be denounced as the old prophets denounced 
theirs. 

Much of the trouble with this question arises from 
following the leadings of the instinets of human na- 
ture—the same as that which led the Israelites to call 
upon Aaron to make them gods—gods that they could 
Then, too, much trouble arises from beginning 
with a machine for a gospel, an infallibility for an 
apostle, a pigmy fora Christ, anda Moloch for a Cod.

BAPTISM OF DEACONS. 


In the HERALD of last week we published a com 
munication from Charles L. Crowther, of Watseka, 
Illinois: 

“ANSWER. 


“Kvery person should be baptized to whom baptism 
is a means of grace or a duty of conscience. It would 
not be proper for any one to serve as deacon or to bea 
member of church who was living in conse‘ous disobedi 
ence to any duty. Lis obedience, however, should be 
unto the Lord. No man obeys the Lord merely by 
yielding to the requirements of the church. ‘Let every 
man be fully persuaded in his own mind,’ is the rule 
given by Paul, and no other rule can be given. Per- 
sonally, we should not hesitate to appoint a man to be 
a deacon ora minister who was unbaptized, provided 
he was a faithful and God-fearing man. There is cer 
tainly nothing in the precept or example of Script 
ure to the contrary, nor is there anything in the com 
mon sense of the case that would say it should not 
be so.’ 

Our correspondent begins his review by saying—1. 
“T was surprised to read this reply to the question ad 
dressed to you, because T have always supposed that ihe 
religious body you represent advocated implicit obedi 
ence to the law of Christ and the requirements of the 
gospel.” 

Of course our correspondent is 
there being anything immodest or impertinent in what he

has said. Why should he assume that we do not advo 
cate implicit obedience to the law of Christ? Would

not “a means of grace or a duty of conscience?”

it? Without hesitation 
sciousness of assumption, our correspondent identi 
fies his interpretation of the Testament ihe 
truth itself, and proceeds by classing as “skeptics,” re- 
jecters of ghe fundamental truths of the gospel, unbe- 
lievers in the divine authority of the gospel, and as liv- 
ing outside of the kingdom of God all who do not sub- 
mit to the ceremony of baptism! Does he believe that 
to betrue? Of course he doesnot. A theory that leads 
to conclusions that are absurd and impossible must be 
founded upon assumptions that are untrue? 

2. The conclusions which our correspondent draws 
from that passage of Scripture which he chooses to call 
the “divine commission,” are not at all warranted by the 
history of the apostles. Paul, who was not a whit be- 
hind the chiefest of the apostles, distinctly declares that 
“he was not sent to baptize but to preach the gospel.” 
The fact that Paul did baptize at Corinth or any other 
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place does not in the least impair the force of his state- 
went. He was a practical man of broad and generous 
spirit, and large in the faeulty of common sense. He 
dealt with men as men, and not as things. He dealt 
with the gospel as the power of God and the wisdom of 
({od, and not asa machine. But his declaration that 
the Christ had ‘‘not sent him to baptize” does show that 
the claim of verbal exactness and universal applica- 
tion of the so-called commission is overdrawn and mis- 
applied. 

Paul also says that to him was committed the gos- 
pel of the uncircumcision (Gal. 2: 7), and yet when it 
was expedient he circumcised Timothy (Acts 16: 3), 
but did not circumcise Titus (Gal. 2: 3). From this 
it will be seen that Paul baptized when it was ex- 
pedient and did not baptize when it was not expedient, 
and that he rejoiced in the fact that he had done 
as he did (I. Cor. 1: 14). He circumcised when it 
was expedient to do so, and still continued to argue 
that “circumcision was nothing and that uncireumcis- 
jon was nothing.” 

Jesus directed his apostles to baptize the HEATHEN 
(ethna, NATIONS) unto the name of the Father, and 
unto the name of the Son, and unto the name of the 
Holy Spirit; but when the apostles baptized Jewish 
converts it was “unto the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ!’””’ The Jews were not converted to a faith 
in God or in his spirit; but they were convertd to a be- 
lief in the Lord Jesus Christ, hence they were baptized 
unto his name.

In the first account of baptism by the apostles (Acts 
2: 38) the command by Peter is, “In [ep] the name of 
Jesus Christ.”

These passages are referred to for the reason that 
they show that the New Testament writers used the ex- 
pressions “baptized with the Holy Ghost” and “bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost and with fire,” interchange- 
ably and with perfect freedom, as meaning one and the 
same thing—the words “and with fire” being added by 
way of emphasis. Any one may see that precisely the 
same is true of the words “of waterand of spirit.””. The 
same form of expression is found in the question pro- 
pounded to James and John (Mark 10: 38), “Can ye 
drink of the cup that I drink of, and be baptized with 
the baptism that I am baptized with?” and also in the 
conditions of discipleship given by the Master (Matt. 
16: 24), “If any man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross and follow me.” The 
cup and the baptism in the above are not two experi- 
ences but one. Neither is the act of self-denial any- 
thing different from the act of “taking up the cross and 
following Jesus.”

The Directors of the Board of the Christian Church 
Missionary Department met pursuant to a call of the 
president of the board. 

Present—W. T. Warbinton, M. B. Earnhart, and J. 
P. Watson. Absent—E Mudge and O. T. Wyman. 
(W. T. Warbinton and M. B. Earnhart were chosen 
members of this board by O. T. Wyman, J. P.-‘Watson, 
and EK. Mudge, to fill the vacancies occasioned by the 
resignation of Peter McCullough and C. W. Garoutte.) 

The board proceeded to organize by the election of 
officers. W. T. Warbinton was chosen secretary of the 
board of directors, and J. P. Watson treasurer (J. P. 
Watson being by virtue of resolution of the Quadren- 
nial Convention also president of the board). 

On motion, the following resolution was adopted: 


Resolved, That the treasurer-elect be and is required to enter 
into a new bond in the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) for 
the faithful performance of his duties as treasurer of this 
board, the bond to be given by February 1, 1884, with good and 
sufficient sureties to the acceptance of the secretary of. this 
board, and to be filed with said secretary, the bond being for 
term ending October, 1886,and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 


THe secretary of the Board ot Home Missions, J. P. 
Watson, then presented his books, and a statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of said missions, as sec- 
retary and treasurer, since his appointment and the 
creation of this board, and said treasurer asked that 
said accounts be investigated and said books audited. 
The members present having examined said books and 
statements, passed the following resolutions: 


Resolved, That we have examined the receipts and expend- 
itures of said treasurer of this board, and have found the same 
in all respects correct, and that there remains in the hands of 
the treasurer of said board, unexpended, the sum of $311, and 
that the same isin the hands of the treasurer to the credit of 
said Home Missionary Society. 

Resolved, 1. That we approve and ratify the former appropria- 
tions of said secretary and treasurer, and all payments and ex- 
penditures made by him while acting as secretary and treasu- 
rer of this board. 

Resolved, That we authorize and empower said secretary and 
treasurer, J. P. Watson, to pay out from time to time the 
money now in said treasury, or which may come into his 
hands as secretary or treasurer of this Missionary Department, 
the sums to be paid in such manner and amounts and to such 
persons asin the judgment of said J. P.. Watson will best ad- 
vance the interests of the cause for which it is given, and this 
discretion to continue until further order of this board; 2. Said 
secretary, in making his contracts or liability, to bind only the 
funds that may be or henceforth shall be in the treasury, and 
each person employed shall receive only his share of the funds 
on hand, at the time of the demand, to the credit of the Home 
Missionary Department; 3. The board or its officers are not to 
be personally liable for any lack of funds to meet liabilities, if 
such a condition of affairs should ever occur, and the secretary 
shall embrace in all future engagements stipulations as herein 
expressed, and every person employed shall be subject to this 
provision. 

Resolved, That the members of this board request all well- 
wishers of this Missionary Department who have any plan or 
ideas for the more successful carrying out of this work to com- 
municate the same to the secretary of this board of directors, 
W.T. Warbinton, that the members of this board may thus 
have the combined wisdom of all the brotherhood before them, 
to enable them to be more fully apprised of the best methods 
of advancing the cause of the Christian Church in the Home 
Missionary Department.

3. Proper instruction should be considered impor- 
tant, and should assent with Bible teaching: (1) That 
the Bible is God’s word; (2) that the Bible reveals one 
living and true God; (3) one Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Son of the true God; (4) that all men im every age 
have sinned; (5) that men and women are accountable 
beings; (6) that the Son of God submitted patiently to 
the ignominious death on the tree because of a neces- 
sity; (7) that the whole period of human life is a state 
of probation; (8) the institutions of the Christian 
Church, baptism and the Lord’s Supper; (9) that the 
Lord Jesus will positively return again—‘the day will 
break and shadows fige away’’—a resurrection of the 
just and unjust; (10) that there will be a day of judg- 
ment, after which the Son delivers the kingdom to his 
Father, and God becomes all in all.

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ARE DREAMS PROPHETIC?

Ten days before his. death Lingoln 
dreamed that “the President’? lay dead 
in the White House, “killed by the hand 
of an assassin.”” When his wife heard of 
the tragedy, she exclaimed, “His dream 
was prophetic!’’ The majority of dreams, 
however, are never fulfilled; they are 
too fantastic, or they are solved by con- 
trary events. People are often possessed 
of the idea that they shall soon die. 
They find themselves the subject of 
strange feelings. They. know they are 
not what they once were, and as they ap- 
proach certain ages they are quite sure 
they will not “be long of earth.” These 
impressions as a rule are the result of an 
imagination disordered by disease, but 
they can be shaken off by prompt and 
thorough measures. We are told that 
very many diseases can be prevented; in- 
deed half the deaths are said to be pre- 
ventable. Hence the importance of al- 
ways acting promptly in every personal 
emergency. 

These thoughts find apt illustration in 
the case of Justice William Moul, of 
West Sandlake, N. Y., so highly esteemed 
in Troy. For years he was plagued by 
forebodings that he was doomed to an 
early death. He had dull and flitting 
pains in various parts of the body, his 
complexion bad, his appetite was variable, 
he felt weary without known cause, was 
constantly constipated, his tongue was 
heavily coated, and frequent feverish dis- 
orders appeared.

Cleaning Sea-Shells—The beautiful 
colors of sea-shells may be brought out by 
dipping them, for a few minutes, in a so- 
lution of one third muriatie acid to two 
thirds hot water. 

Removing Iodine Stains.—To remove 
iodine stains from linen, dip the stained 
portion in cold water, and then hold over 
the fire until dry, repeating the operation 
until the stain is removed. 

Here is a remedy for croup in children 
which I have seen used with success: 
Take a knife or grater and grate or shave 
in small particles about a teaspoonful of 
alum; mix it with about twiceits quantity 
of sugar, to make it palatable, and admin- 
ister it as quickly as possible. Its effects 
will be truly magical, as almost instanta- 
neous relief will be afforded. 


Durable, pretty rugs can be made of 
the outside coffee sack: Cut size requir- 
ed, mark off in stripes, or begin in center 
with some bright cotton and stripe from 
that. We once saw a pretty one with 
red center, next a stripe of black, then 
another bright border, and so on, finish- 
ed with a heavy worsted fringe. This 
was the “spare moments” of six years. 

Try putting a little borax in warm 
soapsuds when you have some nice laces 
to wash. Allow the laces to soak an 
hour in this water, shake them about in 
it well, then rinse well in two or three 
clear waters; to the last rinse water add 
alittle white sugar; never use starch. 
Pull them all out well, and place between 
two white cloths in an old, heavy book 
until dry. 

Try using Indian meal for chapped 
hands. 

Boiled Custard Pie.—Take one quart of 
morning’s milk, let it simmer (not boil); 
stir into it one cup sugar, the yolks of 
three eggs, three tablespoonfuls of flour, 
and alittle nutmeg. When it becomes 
thick, pour it into the crusts (which should 
be previously baked), and spread it witha 
frosting made of the whites of the eggs, 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, and a little 
nutmeg, and return to the oven to brown. 
This will make three pies. 

A rose farm is a new Georgia industry. 
Two gardeners in the vicinity of Savan- 
nah planted three acres in rose bushes. 
This year they sold 22,000,Q00 to parties 
in the North, and had orders for 50,000 
which they could not fill. The bushes 
meet with a ready sale at from $10 to $20 
per 100. Over half a million bushes are 
annuaily imported into America from 
France, England, and Holland; and the 
Savannah News says it has been demon- 
strated that Georgia has a better climate 
for the cultivation of rose trees than that 
of the South of France. 

Winter Butter.—We use less butter in 
the winter, and well we do, for there is 
less to use. To make sweet butter in 
winter you must have either a good cel- 
lar, basement kitchen, or some other 
means by which your cream can be kept 
at an even temperature. To attempt to 
make butter when milk freezes solid so 
that the cream must be scraped from the 
top, is not very desirable. For those 
having only summer milk-rooms I advise 
packing in October, that during the win- 
ter you need only take care of milk for 
family use. To pack butter, secure large 
stone jars, make a brine of salt and water 
strong enough tabear an egg, boil and 
skim. Your butter must be free from 
milk. Some work packing butter three 
successive mornings, make into two-pound 
rolls, drop into brine until jars are full, 
put on the weight and tie up.

—General.Wm. T. Sherman was placed 
on the retired list on Friday last—his 65th 
birthday. 

—The coinage of the United States mints 
during January amounted to $4,000,000 in 
6,356,000 pieces. 

—Mrs. Stratton, widow of Tom Thumb, 
has applied to the mayor of New York for 
license to open a museum. 

—The Swiss naturalist, Arnold Guy- 
ottblar, connected with the Princeton 
College for thirty years, died Friday; aged 
76. 

—There were 329 business failures in 
the United States in the week ending 
February 1st, an increase of 56 over the 
previous week. 

—Mrs. Waddle was found on a house- 
top at Newport, Ky., being rendered in- 
sane by the belief that her children had 
perished in the flood. 


—The Spanish Government prevented 
the holding of a Republican meeting 
which had been announced at the Al- 
hambra Theater at Madrid. 

—Seventy Indian children (Apaches) 
passed through Cincinnati, February 1st, 
on their way to Carlisle, Pa., where they 
are to be educated in a government insti- 
tution. 


—Eleven hundred saloon-keepers in 
New York have been notified that their 
licenses have been annulled, because of 
conviction in court for violation of the 
excise law. 


—Guilliame Kensans, who loaned the 
Mexican National Construction Company 
25,000, which it refused to repay, obtain- 
ed an attachment against the concern at 
New York Friday. 

—Excitement prevails at Buffalo, N. 
Y., through fear that the unpaid hands of 
the > West Shore Road will tear up the 
track. The reserve police are on duty, 
and at some points militia are stationed. 

—Mrs. Mix stood at the open grave of 
her husband at Steamboatrock, Iowa, 
Friday, remarked that they might as well 
be buried in one grave, and pulled out a 
revolver and shot herself, inflicting a 
mortal wound. 

—There were eighty deaths in Cincin- 
nati the past week. During the corres- 
ponding week last year there were one 
hundred and nineteen deaths, and during 
the same week two years ago one hun- 
dred and seventeen. 

—Suffering is reported from several of 
the smaller towns inundated by the Ohio. 
Two thousand people are homeless in 
Marietta. Ripley is two thirds under 
water, and the people are in need. At 
Lawrenceburg the situation is hourly be- 
coming worse. 


—Robert Garrett appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Post-offices in re- 


gard to a contract to do the telegraph.

—The flood has comp@led the aban- 
donment of trains on the Little Miami be- 
tween Milford and Cincinnati.

Depot to Brighton, and thence over the | 


C. W. & B. tracks to Loveland. The 
Bee Line trains now start from the stock- 
yards. 


—Speaker Sheard, of the New York 
Assembly, received a telegram Friday 
morning that Mr. Donohue, a member of 
the House, had been imprisoned at Mon- 
treal for being connected with the 
Fenian invasion of 1866. The policeand 
detectives of Montreal claim to be ignor- 
ant of the arrest. 

—Successive explosions of eight tanks 
of oil, tar, and naphtha, in the Standard 
Oil Works, at Long Island City, L. L., 
Friday evening, resulted in a fire which 
destroyed a large warehouse, 700 feet of 
wharf, and several small buildings, the 
total loss reaching $73,000. The windows 
of houses miles away, and on Blackwell’s 
Island, were shattered by the shocks of 
the detonations. 


—Near Horton, Michigan, late Friday 
night, Mr. Brown, a detective, who has 
been working on the Crouch «murders, 
was met on the road bya carriage con- 
taining two men, one of whom, after mak- 
ing sure of the identity of the detective, 
shot him, inflicting a dangerous wound, 
and leaving him for dead. There is great 
excitement over the affair, and the assas- 
sins are being pursued. 

—The Ohio River is ahead of what it 
was at this time last year. It was half- 
past 8 in the morning, February 11, 1883, 


that the stage of 60 feet was gained, and | 


at the midnight following the stage was 
62 feet 44 inches; and the rise on the 12th 
was 233 inches. The mark of ’32 was 
reached this year at midnight Sunday 
morning, February 10th. Last year that 
mark was passed at half-past 10 o’clock 
Pp. M., February 12th. The extreme 
height of water in ’32, it will be remem- 
bered, was February 18th. 

—The condition of Brussels has not 
improved with Sunday laxity. Innum- 
erable amusements are provided on Sun- 
day for all classes—horse races, pigeon 
flights, nautical jousts, gymnastic fetes, 
ete., etc. The working classes require 
“two days to satisfy their passion for 
pleasure and debauchery. ‘Saint Mon- 
day’ is a day when it is impossible togind 
a workman willing to work. In factories 
where women are employed, and where 
the wages of six days’ labor is scarcely 
enough to keep them, it is most difficult 
to get them to work on Monday.” 


—There were rains February 10th along 
the entire length of the Ohio Valley. At 
some points the rain is reported to have 
fallen in torrents. At Fort Smith two 
anda half inches of water fell. The Ohio 
River is falling from Pittsburg to Park- 
ersburg, but rising from Gallipolis to 
Cairo. The Big Sandy, Kanawa, and 
Kentucky rivers are also rising. At Cin- 
cinnati the Ohio rose over thirteen inches 
in the twenty-four hours ending last 
midnight, when there was 65 feet 4} 
inches of water and rising half an inch 
an hour. The flood of last February is 
surpassed by.six inches.
